PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31  December,  1966. 
I was  happy  to  commence  duties  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  the  last  quarter  of  1966. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
seventy  two,  representing  an  increase  of  twenty  one  over  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year.  There  was  one  registered  stillbirth,  and 
one  infant  died  during  the  first  week  of  life.  No  other  deaths 
were  registered  during  the  first  year  of  life.  No  woman  died  as  a 
result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  sixty  two,  a decrease  of 
eight  from  the  figure  for  19&5.  Twenty  three  people  died  of 
heart  disease,  nine  of  'stroke'  and  seven  of  cancer. 

There  were  no  unusual  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  during 
1966.  As  in  1965  only  one  new  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified, 
and  no  one  died  of  the  disease. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  including  a comprehensive  section  prepared  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspector,  will  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  BOROU&H 
WATER 


The  Borough  derives  its  mains  water  supply  from  two  local  sources, 
Crugefa  aad  Bryn.  These  sources  are  augmented  by  the  Teifi  Pools  supply. 
All  supplies  are  chlorinated.  The  Water  Board  completed  the  following 
new  works  daring  the  yeari-

PUBLIC  SWIMMING-  BATHS 


There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  Borough. 
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2.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Routine  maintenance  work  was  carried  out  during  the  year  to  all 
existing  sewers.  The  work  consisted  mainly  of  maintenance  of  flap 
valves  to  the  main  sewer  outfalls.  Considerable  time  was  also  spent 
on  the  maintenance  of  a number  of  storm  water  culverts. 

During  the  year,  sections  of  9"  foul  sewers  in  Napier  Street  and 
College  Row  were  relaid  and  additional  manholes  provided. 

The  arrangements  for  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  within  the 
Borough  are  considered  adequate  - built-up  parts  being  served  by  a v/ater 
carriage  system  whilst  outlying  dwellings  are  served  by  septic  tank. 

A number  of  meetings  were  held  with  the  Cemaes  Rural  District 
Council  when  agreement  was  reached  on  a joint  sewage  disposal  scheme. 

The  Council’s  consulting  engineers  have  reported  on  the  question  of  a 
combined  treatment  works  for  Cardigan  and  St,  Dogmaels  to  meet  the 
River  Authority  requirements. 

The  scheme  briefly  provides  for  four  small  pumping  stations  to  be 
built  at  the  existing  outfalls.  The  sewage  will  undergo  partial  treatment 
at  a disposal  works  on  land  forming  part  of  Old  Castle  Farm,  Cardigan. 

The  influent  will  pass  through  comminutors,  circular  mechanically  des- 
ludged  sedimentation  tanks  constructed  in  duplicate  - and  discharge 
below  low  water  level  into  the  Afon  Teifi. 

The  scheme  details  together  with  e stimated  capital  cost  of  the 
works  and  maintenance  charges  are  now  to  be  submitted  to  the  Welsh  Office, 
Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  outline  approval. 


Demolition  of  sub-standard  properties  required  for  the  municipal  car 
parking  area  commenced  in  March  and  the  complete  redevelopment  scheme  was 
completed  by  June.  The  scheme  included  providing  a culvert  for  a section 
of  the  Mwldan  Brook  which  was  a source  of  nuisance  for  many  years  due  to 
depositing  of  garbage  and  refuse.

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The  Council  considers  that  the  conveniences  situated  in  the  Market 
Yard  are  not  satisfactory.  The  accommodation  is  inadequate  and  the 
conveniences  are  particularly  prone  to  vandalism.  It  is  proposed  that, 
subject  to  a site  being  made  available,  new  conveniences  "fee  erected 
adjacent  to  the  Greenfield  Square  car  paik.  The  new  toilet  block  would 
incorporate  the  latest  devices  including  anti-vandalism  fittings. 

A . POLLUTION  OF  RIVERS  ETC . 

Despite  informal  notices  the  practice  of  depositing  refuse  along 
various  watercourses  persisted,  and  in  November  the  Council  resolved 
that  proceedings  be  instituted  against  any  person  depositing  refuse 
in  contravention  of  Section  92  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  19 3^.  The 
depositing  of  refuse  was  prevalent  along  the  river  bank  at  Gloster  Row, 
Cardigan,  and  in  Cwmdegwel,  St.  Dogmaels. 

5.  CLOSET  ACCOMODATION 

A number  of  dwellings  were  converted  to  a water  carriage  system 
during  the  year. 

A number  of  dwellings  were  also  provided  with  bathrooms  and  facil- 
ities for  the  disposal  of  waste  water  - the  work  in  most  instances  being 
grant  aided  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Provisions)  Act,  1958  as  amended 
by  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  Housing  Act  1961,  and  Housing 
Act  196a. 

During  the  year,  a number  of  improvements  were  carried  out  to 
sanitary  accommodation  in  catering  establishments  and  also  in  licenced 
premises.  The  work  was  required  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Food 
Hygiene  Regulations,  1955. 

6.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING 
Street  Sweeping 

The  highways  are  now  cleansed  daily  by  means  of  a mechanical  road 
sweeper.  The  Council  Housing  Estate  roads  are  cleansed  once  weekly  by 
the  machine.  This  has  led  to  a considerable  improvement  in  the  appear- 
ance of  highways  and  estate  roads.  A contribution  to  the  cost  is  made 
by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  the  trunk  and  classified  roads. 

Trade  refuse 

A charge  of  £3.  Os.  Od.  per  annum  is  now  made  for  collection  of 
trade  refuse,  in  accordance  with  the  previsions  of  Section  73  of  the 
Public  Health  Act  1936.  It  is  estimated  that  703  tons  of  trade  refuse 
(paper  and  cardboard)  were  collected  from  business  premises  during  the 
year.  Trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  incineration. 
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Refuse  Disposal 

The  service  is  covered  by  direct  labour  over  the  whole  of  the 
Borough  and  mechanical  transport  is  used.  Collection  is  made  twice 
weekly  in  all  the  built-up  areas  and  once  a fortnight  in  the  out- 
lying areas.  This  arrangement  is  satisfactory  and  the  work  is  well 
organised.  Despite  regular  collection,  however,  persons  still  per- 
sist in  depositing  refuse  on  the  sides  of  streets  and  in  open  spaces. 

The  practice  of  depositing  car  bodies,  particularly  in  the  Lower 
Mwldan  area,  has  become  increasingly  prevalent.  Whilst  Section  J>i+ 
of  the  Public  Health  Act  19&1  gives  the  Council  power  to  remove  from 
vacant  sites  any  accumulations  of  rubbish  (including  metal)  which  are 
seriously  detrimental  to  amenities,  there  remains  the  problem  of 
disposal  of  these  derelict  vehicles,  particularly  as  there  is  no 
accommodation  at  the  Council's  refuse  tip  site. 

The  Council  has  resolved  to  enforce  Section  75  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936  requiring  owners  or  occupiers  to  provide  suitable 
regulation  dustbins.  All  manner  of  receptacles  are  being  employed 
and  refuse  and  garbage  is  often  blown  about  whilst  awaiting  collection. 

In  April,  the  owner  of  the  land  at  * Cwmprice*,  Verwig  indicated 
that  the  agreement  which  permitted  the  Council  the  use  of  land  for  con- 
trolled tipping  would  be  terminated.  The  site  remaining  available 
could  in  any  case  have  accommodated  tipping  for  a short  period  only. 

A series  of  surveys  were  then  carried  out  in  order  to  obtain  alter- 
native tip  accommodation.  Planning  consent  was  refused  in  respect  of 
applications  for  four  sites,  mainly  by  reason  that  controlled  tipping 
would  be  seriously  detrimental  to  visual  amenity.  Objections  were  also 
raised  by  ttie  South  West  Wales  River  Authority.  Mechanical  means  of 
disposal  were  examined  and  rejected  because  of  capital  cost. 

The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  remained  critical  when  it 
appeared  that  an  alternative  site  could  not  be  found.  The  position 
was  reported  to  the  Welsh  Office,  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  and  the  Department  was  informed  that  the  Council  was  faced 
with  withdrawing  the  refuse  collection  service. 

7.  HOUSING 

The  permanent  development  scheme  at  Maeshenffordd  to  replace  the 
aluminium  Bungalows  was  completed  in  April  and  provided  32  units  of 
accommodation. 

Work  was  commenced  in  July  on  the  scheme  to  provide  22  dwellings 
at  Cnwc-y-dintir,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  substantial  progress 
had  been  made.

8.  HOUSING  (FINANCIAL  PROVISIONS)

9 . HOUSE  PURCHASE  AND  HOUSING  ACT  1959  as  amended 


Under  Section  A of  the  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  the 
Council  is  obliged  to  make  grants  to  house  owners  and  certain  lease- 
holders up  to  a maximum  of  £350  for  installing  five  basic  improvements, 
viz.  bath,  wash-hand  basin,  water  closet,  hot  water  system,  and  food 
st  ore . 


Applications  were  approved  during  1 $60  in  respect  of  7 dwellings 
and  grants  awarded  totalled  £1,1 69: 1:10. 
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10.  DISINFECTION 

Disinfection  of  dwellings  follovdng  infectious  disease 
was  carried  out  in  three  dwellings. 

11 . DISINFESTATION 

Disinfestation  was  carried  out  in  12  premises  during  the 
year  for  the  eradication  of  hugs,  cockroaches  and  ants. 

1 2.  PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT.  1928 

The  Department  is  responsible  for  the  licensing  and  super- 
vision of  petroleum  storage  installations.  Under  the  above  Act, 
no  person  may  store  petroleum  spirit  in  excess  of  the  quantity 
prescribed  unless  a licence  has  been  granted  by  the  Borough 
Council. 

In  1966,  18  such  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  which 
fees  amounting  to  £13:10:0  were  collected. 

13.  SCHOOLS 

The  sanitary  accommodation  and  water  supply  for  the  schools 
are  satisfactory.

Sewer  treatment  involving  baiting  of  approximately  79  manholes, 
is  carried  out  twice  a year,  the  sewers  remain  almost  free  of 
infestation.

Adulteration  of  Food 

The  Cardiganshire  County  Council  administers  the  section  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  dealing  with  the  adulteration  of  Food.

THE  FOOD  HYGIENE  (MARKETS.  STALIS  AND  DELIVERY  VEHICLES)  RE&ULATIONS  1966 

The  above  regulations  came  into  operation  on  1st  January,  19&7  and 
apply  to  covered  and  uncovered  markets,  delivery  vehicles,  mobile  shops, 
stalls  and  trading  in  the  open  air  generally. 

The  principal  requirements  of  the  Regulations  relate  to 

(i)  The  cleanliness  of  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  used  in  any 
food  business  and  the  equipment  used  therein. 

(ii)  The  hygienic  handling  of  food. 

(iii)  The  cleanliness  of  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  and 
of  their  clothing,  and  the  action  to  be  taken  where  they 
suffer  from,  or  are  the  carriers  of  certain  infections 
liable  to  cause  food  poisoning. 

(iv)  The  temperatures  at  which  certain  foods  particularly  liable 
to  transmit  disease  are  to  be  kept  at  markets  and  stalls. 

(v)  The  provision  of  water  supply  and  washing  facilities. 

(vi)  The  proper  disposal  of  waste  material. 

(vii)  The  granting  by  Local  Authorities  of  certificates  of  exemption 
from  certain  of  the  requirements,  with  a right  of  appeal  to 
a Magistrates'  Court  against  the  refusal  or  withdrawal  of  a 
certificate. 
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The  Regulations  particularly  give  a greater  degree  of  control  over 
mobile  food  sales  and  delivery  vehicles.  It  will  in  futmre  be  necessary 
for  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  to  be  provided  with  wash  basins  supplied 
with  hot  water  at  a suitable  controlled  temperature.  Sinks  for  washing 
food  and  equipment  will  also  be  necessary  but  neither  of  these  require- 
ments will  apply  if  the  food  business  consists  entirely  of  the  sale  of 
covered  food.  Similarly,  delivery  vehicles  used  solely  for  the  delivery 
of  covered  food,  and  bread  vans  will  not  have  to  be  provided  with  these 
fittings  if  they  operate  from  premises  complying  with  the  requirements 
of  the  General  Regulations,  nor  will  stalls  have  to  be  provided  with 
sinks  if  they  sell  only  fruit  and  vegetables. 

The  Borough  Council  is  the  enforcing  Authority  for  the  provisions  of 
the  Regulations. 


Inspection  of  dairy  premises  carried  out  in  March  indicated  that 
contraventions  of  the  above  regulations  existed.  Remedial  works  were 
carried  out  following  the  service  of  informal  notices.  The  number  of 
dairies  registered  in  the  Borough  is  A. 


19.  SLAUGHTERHOUSE 

In  June,  consultations  were  held  with  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  including  the  Ministry’s  Chief  Advisory 
Officer  on  slaughterhouses  when  certain  works  of  improvement  to  the 
Slaughterhouse  were  discussed.  The  improvements  would  provide  for  the 
following; - 


1 . Construction  of  additional  covered  lamb  lairage  to  accom- 

modate approximately  250  lambs. 

2.  Construction  of  mess-room.  The  existing  mess-room  to  be 

used  as  a holding  pen. 

3.  Provision  of  isolation  pen  for  sick  or  casualty  animals. 

4.  Provision  of  suitable  storage  for  inedible  offal  and  manure 

bay. 

5.  Improvements  to  gut  room. 

6.  Underdrawing  slaughterhall  roof  and  laying  new  concrete  floor. 

7.  Provision  of  hand  washing  facilities  in  slaughterhall. 

8.  Rendering  of  internal  wall  surfaces  including  lairs. 
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Scheme  details  were  subsequently  prepared  for  consideration 
by  the  Council. 


The  Slaughterhouse  became  municipally  operated  as  from  1st  July, 

1966.  The  Council's  Public  Health  Inspectors  enforce  10($  inspection 
of  all  home  killed  meat.  Control  of  the  slaughterhouse  is  now  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  - whilst  the  day  to  day  administration 
is  carried  cut  by  the  slaughterhouse  Manager.  The  effect  of  these  measures 
has  been  that  it  has  greatly  increased  the  efficiency  of  enforcement  of 
the  various  Acts  and  orders  relating  to  slaughterhouses .
